Ki the mission of contemporary interior de- 
to supply the client with the best 
possil background consistent with satisfac- 
tory modern living, then the house in Chicago 
illustrated herewith may be considered an ex- 
tremely successful example of design. For the 
interior designer, Mabel Schamberg, A.I.D., 
has fulfilled a problem that was a challenge

to her inventive mind and to her creative im- 
pulse, and she has produced with mastery and 
conviction a delightful scheme of décor that 
is a credit to her ingenuity and resourceful- 
ness as a designer. 

Perhaps the outstanding characteristic of 
all Modern interior design is the result ob- 
tained by an avoidance of elaborate details 
and moldings, and the adherance to plain sur- 
faces and straight lines. An example of this 
effective styling is represented by the entrance 
hall which has received a simple yet subtly 


striking treatment. The wide door openings 
have been utilized for the splendid vistas 
which they afford of the entire house, 
producing an air of hospitality and impres- 
sive spaciousness associated only with large 
houses. The appealing background, consisting 
of woodwork and large rug, has been drama- 
tized with panels of Chinese wall paper in 
soft tones of green, blue, yellow and red on a 
parchment ground which is carried onto the 
ceiling. This background is a most satisfy- 
ing one for a commode of natural wood, and 
bamboo chairs and sofa in the room. An 
exhilarating note is contributed by the mir- 
ror fixtures for indirect lighting and a simple 
mirror framed in silver. 

From the hall one enters the garden room. 
Here the entire color scheme, including walls, 
woodwork, rugs and draperies, is developed in 


an unusual and very distinctive greenish- 


The hall presents an engaging use of 
indirect lighting to enhance the soft 
coloring of the Chinese wall paper. 





In this view is revealed the 
important part which pattern 
and architectural detail as- 
sume in the spacious living 
room.

yellow hue. The same spacious effect attained 
in the hall is apparent here in the garden 
room also, and has been contrived, obviously, 
by a studied and highly commendable use of 
horizontal lines which appear in the Venetian 


blinds, the window valances and shaggy Mor- 


rocan rugs. It will be observed that these 


free-flowing horizontal lines are broken onl 
by small masses represented by low-backed 
chairs, and that the vertical lines of the drap 
eries have been confined to the far corner 
of the room.

DRAFTING ROOM PROCEDURE 


Genceiving the design and décor of an in- 
terior and developing it mentally in pro- 
gressive stages, from the choice of a deco- 
rative background on through the selection 
and arrangement of furniture and the dis- 
tribution of accessories, without recourse to 
a plan of some sort is virtually an impossi- 
bility because there must be a means of get- 
ting the ideas of the interior designer out 
of the limbo of his mind down into reality 
in a tangible form which his client can com- 
prehend. Plan, therefore, is probably the 
most valuable single factor in all design, and 


every interior designer resorts to it in some 
fashion—from first preliminary concepts to 
final detailed and elaborate renderings—in 
developing his decorative scheme for the 
client. Hence the indispensable services of 
the draftsman to the interior designer. 

Before actually presenting the contemplated 
scheme to the client, the interior designer 
must first prepare a floor plan showing the 
proposed arrangement of furniture, and, in 
the case of an old interior being changed, a 
new arrangement of the furniture with any 
new pieces which may be added. For this

purpose cut-outs of paper, representing the 
furniture and drawn to proper scale to agree 
with the floor plan, will be invaluable. Ex- 
amples of these cut-outs are shown on page 
46. They may be shifted about by the 
designer until a_ satisfactory arrangement 
is determined for the room, and then out- 
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lined with pencil on the plan. In the plan, 
the arrangement and balance of each group 
of furniture will probably be the chief con- 
siderations, for these groups will affect the 
composition of their respective wall eleva- 
tions as well as each other in the complete 
ensemble of the room.

After the floor plan is finished and all the 
furniture finally designated in the room, the 
plan is presented to the client with actual 
fabrics, 
paper for her inspection and approval. Then, 
with the furniture selected and designated on 
the plan, and fabrics, floor and wall cover- 


furniture, floor coverings and wall 


ings decided upon, the client will be impa- 
tient to see the various elements of her room 
integrated into a complete ensemble. And it 
is here that the ability and artistic talent of 
the draftsman are required. If the designer 
happens to be his own draftsman, so much 
the better—although such is seldom the case. 

















In order for the client to study the color 
relationship of one wall to another, and to 
visualize how the furniture on the plan com- 
poses against the walls of the room, it is 
necessary to prepare an actual miniature of 
the room to proper scale, either by a maquette 
or an actual model, or show the entire room 
in a perspective drawing. The usual presenta- 
tion assumes the form of a maquette because 
it can be very easily and quickly prepared. 

To construct a maquette, the designer 
makes a drawing or “elevation plan”, on draw- 


ing board by indicating from the floor plan 
of the room all the lateral points—or check 
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marks—of the furniture and wall openings 
for one of the walls. Data as to the sizes of 
door and window openings, and other per- 
pendicular ascertained 
from notes made on the scene of the pro- 
posed job or from the architect’s plans. These 
details are put in their proper position on 
the drawing, to scale, the same as the floor 


measurements, are 


plan, along with elevated drawings of the 
furniture, draperies and every other object 
which will have the walls as a background. 
The doors, windows and fireplace are indi- 
cated, then the cornice, dado, baseboard and 
moldings are ruled in. The remaining three 
walls are completed in the 
After all the architectural 
details of the room have been 
pencil, each is respectively tinted very ac- 
curately in water colors.

elevation drawings are then pasted to the 
respective edges of their floor plan with 
strips of adhesive tape as hinges, and then 
turned upright to form the four walls of the 
room. The professional draftsman usually in- 
cludes the plan and all four walls of a room 
in a single drawing, with the floor in the 
center and the four walls projecting from the 
ends and sides.

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ACCESSORIES IN THE SCHEME 


The importance of accessories in contribut- 
ing the final artistic note to an ensemble can- 
not be too strongly emphasized whether one 
subscribes to the theory that a room should 
be designed in its entirety, down to the small- 
est and most trivial detail, or whether the 
designer should provide only the background 
and furnishings for a room and leave the 
selection of its decorative accents to the client 
who, in the end, must supply the real in- 
dividuality and lived-in quality to the room 


if it is to acquire a truly personal air. There 
is much in favor of the former plan, of course, 
inasmuch as the entire design of an interior 
can be defeated by the wrong accessories. 

The problem of selecting accessories gains 
interest by the quantity of material available 
in the market, with the gamut of the interior 
designers’ choice extending from amusing 
little figurines to priceless art forms, and as 
a result the frantic search for the proper 
objet d’art oftentimes seems endless.

for that purpose. The same results, naturally, 
could not be expected of the fixed background 
such as the walls, woodwork and lighting fix- 
tures, although accessories may influence even 
these. And just as surely as every success- 
fully designed room can be depended upon 
to exhibit a natural focal point, or radiating

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center from which its interest is derived, so 
does it depend upon accessories to distribute 
this interest throughout the room. This ob- 
servation is especially apparent in a room 
of traditional character in which a skillful 
fusion of the old with the new is accomplished 


simply by introducing Modern accessories. 

If one is fortunate enough to be designing 
a room in which no old accessories are to be 
replaced, the task will be a simple one. How 
often, however, is the case just the opposite; 
the client invariably having a collection of

bric-a-brac which has never been discarded 
because of sentimental attachment or a fail- 
ure to exercise better artistic judgment. In 
a case of this kind the only solution is to 
eliminate the less desirable items and substi- 
tute for them adaptable new accessories 
which may be combined with the less objec- 
tionable old ones. 

Regardless of how rare or valuable accesso- 
ries may be, if they do not intensify the 
artistic character of the room their purpose

IN THE MODERN 


lL. the feminine world there is magic in the 
name Lilly Daché, for it means the last word 
in smart hats—and hats that are works of art. 
In the field of architecture and interior de- 
sign Mme. Daché has added new significance 
to her name with a most satisfying modern 
building in which is housed not only her 
display rooms and her work-shops, but also 
her living quarters. The ten-story building 
designed in the Modern manner presents a 
fagade that is as appealing as are the in-

teriors wherein the finest of antique Chinese 
art has been combined with materials of to- 
day. The interiors throughout were ‘de&igned 
by Robsjohn-Gibbings, Ltd. 

The building itself demonstrates that the 
decorative styles of two distinct nationalities 
can be successfully merged, for though Shreve, 
Lamb & Harmon are the American archi- 
tects, they have worked closely with Georges 
Lettell of Paris. That deft French touch which 
makes the Daché hats so distinctive also helps

to make the building different. Limestone and 


glass have been combined structurally in the 


contemporary manner, whole walls of glass 
marking the second and the eighth floors. The 
recessed entrance is both practical and smart, 
and the doors of African rosewood with jeweled 
Byzantine handles suggest what lies beyond. 
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An old Korean chest in the 
entrance hall of Mme. 
Daché’s private office af- 
fords strong contrast to the 
brass and glass Modern 
desk in the adjoining room. 


The illumination of the entrance hall proves 
how successfully the principles of lighting can 
be applied to modern interiors. Panels of 
light have been concealed within the thickness 
of the wall much as wing lighting is handled 
in the theatre. It provides a soft becoming 
glow, reflecting as it does from the waxed 
pink walls and the warm rose tones of the 
Montana marble floor. Huge hides of similar 
color, have been used in place of rugs, and 
one Modern bench as well as the reception 
desk are covered with black buffalo hide. But 
the most outstanding contribution to this re- 
ception hall is the life-sized carved wood 
Chinese figure of the Ming dynasty. The play 
of light and shadow on this figure and on the 
tall green plant which provides such fas- 
cinating pattern indicates the versatility of 
the Modern designers. 

At the far end of this pear-shaped hall a 
wide stair leads to the second floor salon. A 
very old Buddhist fresco hangs at the turn 
of the stair, but it is the subtle curve of the 
ceiling, the well-scaled handrail, and the mir- 
ror doors which will catch the eye of the 
interior designer. The salon itself is circular, 
the walls fashioned of panels of mirrors 
framed with broad bands of white flogged hide 
studded with brass nails. The lighting has 
been specially devised according to the best 
Hollywood tradition, so that there are no 
shadows—and what could be a better induce- 
ment to purchasing a hat? In the center of

the room is a kind of octagonal table topped 
with a raised block on which is seated a 
superb old Chinese figure still showing traces 
of the brilliant red and gold with which it 
was originally covered in the days of the 
Sung dynasty. This center table includes four 
more places where one may view one’s hat: 
a shelf lifts up, a mirror is revealed, and 
lights glow under the frosted glass—all very 





flattering. The polished cork floor is a good 
background for the acacia wood chairs com- 
fortably upholstered with hand-woven Balinese 


fabrics. Tall green plants form a generous 
portion of the decorative scheme, for the pat- 
terns they form are in no way competitive. 
On the floor above one reaches Mme. 
Daché’s inner sanctum. Here she has her re- 
markable millinery library, garnered from all 
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over the world, her own office, and a circular 
boudoir which is as charming as it is theatri- 
cal. Near the elevator entrance to this floor 
a.splendid old Korean chest, with a Chinese 
painting hanging above it, emphasizes once 
again the timely combination of antique and 
contemporary styles. This room, more intime 
than the grand salon below, includes a wall 
of glass bricks on the street side, in front of

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which are arranged two special tables, com- 
plete with mirrors and concealed lighting. But 
it is the chairs used here which will catch 
the eye immediately, for they are upholstered 
with long shaggy fur, grayish in tone. A large 
circular desk bound and studded with brass 
is topped with heavy glass lifted about three 
inches above the wood table top. The color 
of the bronze-green carpet is repeated on the 
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The graceful stairs which lead from 
the entrance floor to the main salon. 
The dramatic lighting effect here is 
particularly noteworthy. To the left, 
above, is part of Mme. Daché’s remark- 
able collection of African headdresses. 
Below is a glimpse of the spot 
where the latest Daché creations are 
revealed to very special clients.

The little circular boudoir reminds one of 
those old-fashioned padded jewel boxes which 
used to grace all well-fitted dressing tables. 
The walls and the doors are thickly padded 
with biscuit-size tufting of iridescent silk 
ranging from green to flame color, though in 
some lights there is a distinct purplish cast.

very interior designer, who naturally recog- 
nizes floor coverings as an important factor 
in the development of any scheme, must be 
grateful to the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
for its stimulating enthusiasm in having col- 
lected and arranged this current Exhibition 
of Rugs and Carpets. All the industrial art 
exhibitions at the Museum are selective, and 
those who have been invited to exhibit should 
indeed feel flattered. In some instances the 
work shown was selected from the vast as- 
sortment prepared for wide public consump- 
tion, while in other instances the Museum has 
collaborated in the production of entirely new 
designs. To Richard F. Bach, the Director 
of Industrial Relations, must be given the 
credit not only for selecting and inspiring 
these many types of floor coverings, but also 
for the splendid job of presentation. 

here are rugs from twelve different coun- 
tries in addition to those made in the United 
States. There are examples of the most in- 
tricate hand-woven rugs and there are ma- 
chine-made rugs from our largest factories. No 
effort has been made to segregate types or 
nationalities, and consequently there can be 
lively speculation as to where and how cer- 
tain pieces were made—before the identifying 
tickets are inspected. The American crafts- 
men are certainly in the minority, but their 
work is in no way inferior to that of foreign 
countries where handcrafts are recognized as 
economic assets. There are technicalities of 
weave which will interest every interior de- 
signer, and close inspection will repay you. 

The Museum sponsors this exhibition to 
prove what the designers in this field can do, 
and though some of the results are a bit com- 


monplace there are others that are positively 
thrilling. To quote Mr. Bach “As in paint- 
ing or architecture, there are creative spirits 
that soar and hack designers that walk.” Both 
are necessary. Though design has been the 
guage, no rule of the thumb has been ap- 
plied. One of the most striking contrasts is

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Interest in old clocks is divided between 
the styling of the cases and the movement 
housed within. The perfect balance in this 
instance, of course, is found in the old tall 
clock and in certain modern clocks with glass 
cases which permit a view of their ingenious 
mechanisms. 

The older clocks had no pendulums, but a 
balance cock or guard controlled the move- 
ment. This was often carved or engraved 
with flowers or figures in minute detail. Of 
the first phase of clockmaking, when weights 
and chains were the only means of regulating 
the mechanism, we leave with one or two ex- 
ceptions to the collector and the antiquarian; 
the latter phase, however, when the clock was 
regulated by a wound spring and stood on 
cupboard, chest or shelf, is familiar to every 
interior designer. Because of the scarcity of 
proper metals, cabinets and movements alike 
were fashioned largely from wood. The fact 
that many of these fine old clocks are. still 
in daily use attests to their craftsmanship. 

In the 17th Century clocks were luxuries. 
but by no means uncommon even though 
they were taxed! Tall clocks appeared about 
this time, and were introduced into America 
late in the century. Many of the cases were 
handsomely decorated with the imitation 
Oriental lacquer which was popular in Eng- 
land during the reign of Charles II. 

For its earliest clocks, America relied upon 
importations. In 1707, there ap-

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NEW BOOKS 


For a long time there have been demands 
for a thoroughly comprehensive book on tex- 
tiles which have had to go unfilled because 
there was no such volume available. Interior 
designers will therefore welcome The Ro- 
mance of Textiles by Ethel Lewis, published 
by The Maemillen Co., New York, at $4.00. 

Here is a book with a widely diversified 
appeal, one which interior designers will rec- 
ommend to their clients, for it is replete 
with information for all persons interested in 
antique furniture, rugs or ceramics, and who 
would know more about fabrics. Much of the 
book’s appeal is in that it is not too tech- 
nical for the general reader, yet the interior 
designer will find technical information 
aplenty—and very carefully and chronoligi- 
cally presented for quick reference by means 
of a most satisfactory index. Of inestimable 
value is the glossary of weaving, comprising 
more than thirty pages, which describes every 
known type of decorative fabric. 

After completing several years of research, 
Miss Lewis is thoroughly qualified to discuss 
her subject. She is also well-known for her 
talks on the radio and her lectures at New 
York University, the New York School of 
Interior Decoration, and the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. 

The romance of textiles is told in a way 
that holds the reader’s interest from the first 
chapter to the last, from the account of the 
earliest fabrics of Egypt, the development of 
silk in China, down to the discussion of con- 
temporary fabrics and fibres. 


A textbook which fully covers the entire 
field of interior design is Elements of In- 
terior Decoration by Sherrill Whiton, pub- 
lished by J. B. Lippincott Co., New York, 
at $5.00 a copy. 

Probably no one in the educational field 
is better suited to handle his topic than Mr. 
Whiton, who is the Director of the New York 
School of Interior Decoration. He approaches 


his subject as a practicing educator whose 
abilities in the field of architecture and in- 
terior design are well-known. 

The various periods of design in architec- 
ture as well as in furniture are all graphically 
presented. There are chapters descriptive of 
all the decorative materials used, including pot- 
tery and glassware, as well as paints and 
painting. Every interior designer will find 
the chapters helpful which deal with interior 
trim and woodwork, metals and hardware, 
lighting and lighting fixtures. There is an 
excellent glossary of technical terms, but per- 
haps most valuable of all is the very complete 
bibliogarphy that has been compiled on the 
subject. The book is one that should be 
added to your working library.

We henever the interior designer and au- 
thor, Derek Patmore, turns out a new book 
everyone is sure to be interested, for though 
Mr. Patmore has worked here in America 
most successfully, he is British and conse- 
quently his viewpoint is different and always 
interesting. For this reason 1 Decorate My 
Home by Derek Patmore, published by Har- 
per & Bros., New York, at $3.00 a volume, is 
a stimulating book for the American reader. 
Though this particular book has been writ- 
ten for the layman, the interior designer will 
find it well worthy of inspection for the 
many ideas suggested in the photographs if 
for nothing else. He deals with traditional 
and Modern with equal facility, but his 
greater enthusiasm is toward contemporary 
design. In explaining that most people are 
afraid of Modern, he remarks: “Modern in- 
terior decoration is not really new. Most con- 
temporary structures and the most daring of 
Modern colour schemes can be found in the 
great decorative design of Ancient Mexico 
and the East, and even in Tuscan architec- 
ture one can find the forerunners of the mod- 
ern skyscrapers. . . .” The narrative tech- 
nique of the book is most engaging and 
makes for readibility and sustaining interest.

Water coloring is a convenient mediim in 
the drafting room for producing macuettes 
and perspective renderings of rooms quickly 
and effectively, and instruction in the art 
forms an important part of the Beaux-Arts 
curriculum. Frequently it is difficult to re. 
produce a color accurately, and in order to 
simplify the task there are in the market sev. 
eral types of color systems, each with hun- 
dreds of colors on convenient sheets of paper 
for easy reference. One set has accurately 
notated color papers with the widest color 
range obtainable in the commercial field, and 
forms a complete color scale. They are print- 
ed with special inks formulated from the best 
pigments and dyes that make possible their 
use with water-color. They are conveniently 
filed in an attractive steel cabinet and_ in- 
dexed in a manner that helps one to select 
color combinations with ease. With these 
papers one may prepare color plans quickly 
before making final sketches, and their value 
is not confined to the drafting room alone, 
for with them interior designers can work 
out color combinations and have actual! color 
samples for walls, floors and woodwork, and 
samples may be sent out to match carpets 
and fabrics, or given to the decorator to 
match his paints. 

Preparing a colored two-point perspective 
rendering of an interior presupposes, of 
course, a thorough knowledge of perspective, 
and inasmuch as the theory is a greatly in- 
volved one, only an outline of it can be stated. 

Figure 1, page 46, represents a front ele- 
vation of the picture plane bearing a com 
plete outline picture of the object together 
with various construction lines. The line 
v,v2, which is the trace of a horizontal plane 
through the observer’s eye, serves as_ the 
horizon line as well as the reference axis for 
vertical measurements in indicating the fore- 
shortening of the object and fixing its points 
of projection as it extends in the distance to 
the vanishing points. As a stop in finding

alcove. The furniture selections have been 


keyed to the exhilarating spirit of the in. 
terior plan. An unusual chaise lonene jp 


citron yellow stands along the wall (lanked 
by two consoles of pure Regency design. 

The large bed is decorated in a magnificent 
design of drapery swags and a crest of 
plumes, and the bedspread, of quilted 
damask, lends an enchanting note to the 
beauty of the setting. In front of the bed 
stands a long bench, utilizing a handsome 
striped fabric, forming a chevron pattern of 
traditional Venetian character. A handsome 
chest and dressing table remain faithful to 
authentic Italian lines, yielding to the Mod- 
ern touch only in their finish of burnished 
silver leaf. 

“A room should give the client a lift.” de- 
clares Elizabeth Peacock, who demonstrates 
her point by designing a light and airy 18th 
Century English room with a pleasant, ex- 
hilarating quality. Walls in pale French blue 
with white Adam mouldings, and a window 
with sheer white muslin curtain in an ex. 
quisite hand blocked pattern carry out this 
feeling. Chintzes in floral designs contribute 
a note of Modern gayety. 

Elizabeth Peacock conceived this glamorous 
Venetian dining room which contains three 
mirrored walls. A graceful. curved bay win- 
dow forms the fourth side of the room which 
is covered by a curtain of light raspberr 
pink silk gauze with a pattern of horizontal 
stripes. In the bay window, surrounded by 
an abundance of flowers and plants, stands 
a large Venetian blackamoor with a_ plant 
base.
